Lafayette  Central  staged  a  tre- 
i  mendous  comeback  to  nip  Leurs  by  a  score  of  73  to  71  in  a  double  overtime  with  tiny  "Tim  Feighner"  getting  the  winning 
i  basket. 

]  At  the  end  of  regulation  time  the  score  was  tied  at  70  to  70.  Two  free  throws,  one  by  eacli  team,  was  scored  in  the 
I  first  overtime.  Then  with  just  9  seconds  gone  in  the  second  overtime,  Tim  shot;  the  ball  touched  only  the  bottom  of  the 
net  as  it  swished  through  to  cap  one  of  the  biggest  rallies  ever  witnessed  at  the  Coliseum. 

With  one  upset  under  their  belts  the  Pirates  played  Areola  on  Saturday  afternoon.  Only  a  few  weeks  before  Areola 
had  beaten  Lafayette  Central  by  45  points.  Again  in  that  game  the  Pirates  staged  an  impossible  comeback,  for  after 
trailing  by  eleven  points  at  the  half,  the  game  ended  in  a  47  to  47  tie.  Then  with  two  seconds  to  go  in  the  overtime  and 
Areola  leading  52  to  51  Bill  Bailey  was  fouled.

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Tournament  Tidbits 


Bill  Bailey,  of  Lafayette  Central,  scored  the 
most  points  in  the  Tourney.  The  sharpshooting 
guard  who  paced  the  Pirates  to  two  thrilling 
come-from-behind  victories  before  they  finally 
ran  out  of  gas  in  the  championship  contest,  col¬ 
lected  59  points  in  three  games.  He  stuffed  in 
22  field  goals  and  hit  15  of  19  attempts  from  the 
foul  line. 

The  5'9”  senior  not  only  scored  32  points— one 
shy  of  the  single-game  record— Saturday  after¬ 
noon,  but  he  got  all  of  the  Pirates’  last  18  points. 

He  followed  that  up  by  getting  the  Bucs’  first 
four  points  in  the  final  game,  accounting  for  22 
straight  points.

The  Pirates  didn’t  figure  to 
be  playing  in  the  final  game  and 
as  their  coach,  Max  Amstutz,  stat¬ 
ed  before  the  game,  “We’ll  give 
it  our  best  but  we  aren’t  in  Leo’s

nament  has  ever  had  happen  to  it  what  the  Knights  we 
handed  yesterday. 

Lafayette  Central  was  the  opponent.  The  Knights,  di 
primarily  to  their  rugged  schedule,  were  favored.  And 
appearerd  as  though  the  form  chart  would  be  followi 
Luers  led,  43-23,  at  the  half.  And  they  led  by  a  5r 
margin  midway  in  the  third  period.  And  they  led  by 
going  into  the  final  period.

What  happened  is  now  history.  The  Pirates  of  M: 
Amstutz  staged  a  tremendous  fourth-period  rally  ai 
went  on  to  win  the  contest  in  a  double-overtime. 


And  the  honor  of  scoring  the  winning  field  goal 
went  to  the  smallest  man  in  the  tourney.  Amstutz 
told  “Tiny  Tim”  Feishner — all  five  feet  and  98  pounds 
of  him — “shoot  if  you  get  an  open  shot”.  “Tiny 
Tim”  found  himself  wide  open  after  just  nine  seconds 
of  the  sudden  death  stanza  and  fired  with  his  left 
hand.  Since  he  was  about  25  feet  out,  he  had  to  leap 
off  the  floor  to  get  the  ball  all  the  way  to  the  basket 
This  he  did  and  it  swished  through  perfectly,  climax 
ing  an  uphill  battle  the  likes  of  wh'ch  have  probably 
never  been  seen  in  the  history  of  the  tournament.
